No Penalty Provision In Ordinance 


Whether the proposed Menlo Park dog control ordinance is to 
have “teeth” to provide for enforcement is a matter that remains 
to be settled, it was. disclosed this week. 

City Attorney James T. O’Keefe Jr., said that as now drafted, 
the ordinarice contains no blanket provision for penalty and no 
specific penalty for the proposed clause requiring dogs to be “under 
control” or on a leash when off owners’ premises. 

There is a provision that the city judge may revoke an 
animal’s license if it is found to be noisy or vicious so as to con- 
stitute a nuisance. But there is no penalty provided for owners 
of offending dogs.

On World Tour Observations 


The Rt. 
J. Kennedy, pastor of the new St. 
Raymond’s parish being organized 
in Menlo Park, has observed at first 
hand how Christianity is maintain- 
ing its place in troubled parts of 
the world. 

Before coming to Menlo Park last 
month to take over the new parish, 
Msgr. Kennedy traveled westward 
from Honolulu, where he had sery- 
ed as diocesan chancellor, and took 
the “long way” to the United States. 

This week, he paused in his duties 
of completing organization of the 
parish to tell some of his observa- 
tions in the Orient and Europe. 

He was particularly impressed 
with Catholic missionary work in 
the Far East. 


“All the time I was ashore in 
Japan...in Tokyo, Yokohama and 
Kyoto...I was thrilled by the de- 


votion and good spirits of our mis- 
sionaries serving there,” he 
“They are far from home and the 
things to which they are accustom- 
ed. 

‘In Kyoto, a Maryknoll 
Father Steinbeck, is encouraging 
the Japanese people..all of them, 
not just the Japanese Christians... 
to alleviate the needs of their fel- 
low men. Father Steinbeck, work- 
ing on his own resources, has begun 
a program in which farmers provide 
produce for the poor in the city. 
Truckers volunteer to transport the 
food, despite the high cost of truck- 
ing, and carry it to Kyoto where

“Every month, all of the 7200 per- 


sons who are officially registered as fg 


the poor of Kyoto, regardless of 
whether they are non-Christians, 
draw upon this depot. They get such 
foods as flour and rice that are sup- 
plementary to their regular rations.” 
In Tokyo, Msgr. Kennedy re- 
ported, a priest is holding serv- 
ices in a Japanese department 
store that survived the bombing. 
The facilities include a chapel 
and library and a roof garden. 
In Yokohama, he reported, the 
Brothers of Mary have more than 


1000 students representing 47 na-f] 


tionalities under instruction. 
“I found in Hong Kong that 


priests and sisters who had served 


as missionaries in communist China 
now are eager to get back into that 
territory,” Msgr. Kennedy said. 
“Some of them had been forced to 
leave. All want to return, and I ex-! 
pect that they are managing to} 
make their way back in.” 
Traveling westward, Msgr. Ken- 
nedy visited in Italy and had a 
special audience with Pope Pius at 
the Vatican.

Dr. Thomas emphasized that ex- 
pert testimony given the council was 
that the proposed leashing or con- 
trol provision would ‘‘cost three 
times as much” as otherwise and 
that the provision is regarded as un- 
enforceable. 

He referred to the remarks of 
Gerald Dalmadge, head of the Palo 
Alto pound, who told council at 
least three poundmasters instead of 
one contemplated would be required 
if the leashing clause is adopted. 

Dalmadge also said the provision 
would create a “headache” for en- 
forcement officials. 

Mr. Green said one of the first 
tasks of the committee will be to 
get “facts and figures” on cost of 
enforcement. 

“The main thing is to get out the 
opposition vote at the April 11 elec- 
tion,” he said. “We feel sure that 
all dog lovers who oppose the leash- 
ing proposal will vote against it. 
What we want is the ‘no’ ballot of 
other persons who, by getting the 
facts, will realize the proposal is 
unwise.” 

Joining in the opposition also was 
Robert Stonehouse of 333 Yale road, 
a mail carrier. 

Stonehouse said he had had “no 
bad experiences” with dogs while 
carrying the mail and would support 
the movement against the leashing 
provision,

S THE POPULARITY of sep- 

arate skirts grows for every 
occasion, the blouse is acquiring 
a fashion significance of its own. 
A woman can get through a sea- 
son with a well chosen blouse and 
skirt wardrobe if she is really 
clever about choice as to style, and 
thus save considerably on ward- 
robe expense. 

Naturally this requires her to 
shop wisely for the skirts and 
blouses in her wardrobe for each 
item will have to lead a double 
or triple life. But, women do it 
every day, and manage to look 
smart and fashionable, too! 

The number of skirts a woman 
needs in her wardrobe will depend 
greatly on her various activities. 
Those who work will want at least 
two or three skirts with several 
blouses to take them through their 
business week, while the woman 
who stays at home can probably 
get along with one tailored skirt 
and one or two blouses for shop- 
ping and such.

Good Construction Gives 
Satisfactory Wear 

Whether blouses are bought or 
made at home, they should be well 
constructed to give satisfactory as 
well as comfortable wear. A blouse 
which requires constant mending 
soon becomes too much of an ef- 
fort to keep in condition and will 
end in the deep recesses of the 
closet. 

When buying a blouse, check to 
see whether the blouse should be 
washed or _ dry-cleaned. Blouses 
for everyday wear should be wash- 
able so they can be laundered fre- 
quently to keep in immaculate con- 
dition. 

“Special occasion,’’ blouses es- 
pecially those which are heavily 
encrusted with embroidery or jew- 
elry or made of the glittering fab- 
rics, should be dry cleanable to 
keep them at their best. 

Seams and hems, whether the 
blouse is made or purchased, should 
be deep enough so they do not 
give at the slightest tug. The stitch- 
ing should be_ strong and evenly 
spaced. 

Make certain that buttons are 
securely sewed. Buttons should al- 
so be well constructed so they can 
go through their frequent washings 
and cleanings without losing their 
finish. 

Hooks, snaps and eyes should 
all be well put in place so you don’t 
have to be mending the blouse be-
